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INTRODUCTION 


The following statistics are a continuation of the estimates of 
the national income prepared for the Royal Commission on Dominion- 
Provincial Relations which were published in Appendix 4 to the 
Commission’s Report. This booklet contains a revision of the 
estimates for 1937, estimates for 1938, 1939 and preliminary esti- 
mates for 1940. The methods employed in preparing these estimates 
were the same as those used in the study for the Commission and 
the statistics of income shown for each of the provinces for 1937-40 
are comparable with those given for earlier years in Appendix 4. 
The source material and the bases of the estimates for both the 1930 
to 1936 and 1937 to 1940 periods are described in detail in the ex- 
planatory notes included in Appendix 4. 


The estimates were prepared under the direction of Mr. J. 
J. Deutsch, Assistant Secretary of the Committee on Dominion- 
Provincial Relations and Assistant to the Secretary of the Royal 
Commission on Dominion-Provincial Relations. The work was 
greatly facilitated by the information furnished by the various 
branches of the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, in particular the 
Agricultural Branch, whose estimates of the receipts from the sale 
of farm products were used to determine income from agriculture. 
The helpful co-operation of a number of private organizations who 


supplied information upon request is also gratefully acknowledged.

(G) Expenditures on Education and Public Welfare from Municipal Revenues. Municipal taxes on real estate were 
included in Farm Operating Expenses (Tables I-E (3) to X-E (3)) and deducted from income from housing (Tables I-B to 


X-B). The services provided individuals (chiefly education and public welfare) which are paid out of such taxes are 


part of individuals’ incomes and are therefore added into the totals (at cost).
